PROCEDURE. 

The country baa wuited patiently for 
some days for an explanation from the 
government or their organs of tho cii - 
cumstances that precipitated the recent 
deadlock and which have resulted in the 
nullifying of a government proclama- 
tion and a decision from Mr. Justice 
Gray that the rules of court and pro- 
cedure in force hero prior to the ICth 
of July last are tho only rules in 
existence under which the logal machin- 
ery of the country can be worked, 
The proclamation of the 16th July 
ordered "chat on and after the 20th of 
July, 1880, the Rules and Orders in 
force in Her Majesty's High Court of 
Judicature in England on tho 1st of 
November, 1887, so Jar as the same are 
upplicuble to this Province, shall be the 
Rules and Orders in force in tho Su- 
preme Court of British Columbia." As 
we pointed out on the day following 
the appearance of the proclamation, 
the government had clearly shirked a 
duty cas»t upon them by the Judicature 
Act to make rules; and in attempt- 
ing to adopt tho English rules, "so far 
as the same aro applicable," they 
had tried to place the responsibility of 
creation on the shoulders of the judges. 
This, as waa shown by' the Cliiuf Jus- 
tice; subsequently by Mr. Justice 
Crease, and, tinRlly, by Mr. Justice 
:. Gray, was in direct violation of the 
Judicature Act, because tho Judges, 
as a matter of fact, would have 
been required to declare which, of the 
rules wero and which were not applicable 
here and would therefore have made 
them. The legal business of the country 
• is now running smoothly under the old 
rules, and the government nave been 
amongst the first to avail themselves 
of the decision of Mr. Justice Gray 
to tscape from a dilemma in which 
th*y had been placed by their own 
follv. It doe.s not often fall to the lot 
of a judge to pronounce a proclamation 
a nullity— to declare in most posjh 
,tive and unmistakable terms that the 
government have perpetrated an il- 
legality for which it has become his duty 
to. hold them to a »erious accountability 
J and place them before the country 
. as men who are either too incompe- 
tent or too lazy to carry out the 
■ simplest duty assigned thorn by tho 
House. In this connection wo cannot 
help but quote from the learned judge's 
. decision. 

"In the view I take of this Act and the 
Order in Council as set out in this Proc- 
lamation, I go further than the Chief J us- 
tice has so far adjudged, and am of opin- 
ion that the Order in Council does not 
put in foroo in this Province a single Rulo 
of tho High Court of Judic ituro in Eng- 
land, in fact that the Order makes no 
Rules whatever in that respect, and is so 
far as relates thereto a perfect nullity. 
"# * # * * * 

''The merest tyro in the legal profession 
would not venture to uphold tho position 
that the magistrate could say to his sub- 
ordinate, "You detarmine whothor tho 
culprit shall be fined or imprisoned or 
both. Do what i/oit think beat. " Then in 
applying'this principle, is not tho deter- 
mining the applicability of an}' particular 
rule to tho Province a. selection of that 
" rulo for tho Province, and would not nuch 
selection then bo an exercise of discretion 
. : • in the person making the seldction, aud if 
he be not the person ' authorized by the 
statute,. what right has ho to mako it? 

" The legislature gives tho power; none 
but the legislature can give it, and in this 
. Act it gives 'that power to the Lieut. - 
Governor and to no ono else, and it does 
not by the Act give ■ him authority to 
transfer it to any ono else. He is then 
k by law a trustee of that power for tho end 
tho legislature namod, and cannot clotho 
another with tho trust. The English law 
•:■ books teem with authorit'os to this ond. 
"There seems to have been a torriblo 
CDtifusion of mind in applying tho princi- 
ple which govorned tho construction of 
the loctl ordinance No. 70, introducing 
. . the English law into this Province, and 
i. the construction of the Order-in-Coimcil 
"* assumed to have been made under this 
Act." - ITS 

The bitter sca.rca.itii convoyed in 
the above passages it would be dif- 
ficult to match. The learned judge, 
apparently, found it hard to speak 
of tho conduct of the government with 
moderation; but he succeeded in clothing 
his opinion in language that cuts like a 
two-edger| sword. The allusion to the 
"n erest tyro in the l^gal profession," and 
the remark that there "seems to have, 
been a torrjble confu.sion of mind in 
applying tho principle" plainly show 
the scorn . ami contempt which were 
with difficulty repressed when he had 
occasion to refer to the attempt of the 
the government to evade a statutory 
obligation. 

The silence with which the govern 
meut have accepted the decision as 
b'nal, coupled with the Billy at- 
tempts of certain correspondents in 
the organ to patronizingly pat Justice 
■■• Grav on the back while they draw 
comparisons thatare intended tohold the 
Other judges up in an unfavorable light, 
' • arc altogether too transparent. Mr. Gray 
hm gone further than either of his 
colleagues. He has declared that a 
proclamation of the government is a 
nullity; has referred lo' the attorney- 
general as the "merest tyro in the legal 
' profession" who seems to have been 
laboring under a "terrible confusion 
of mind in applying tho principle" of 
the court, and, presto 1 the correspond- 
ents of the organ present the Judge as a 
•'masterly hand" that reminds them of 
Lord Brougham "in sweeping away 
the cobwebs that blocked the Court of 
/"Chancery in England," which "under 
the rules of the other judges have 
blocked the administration of justice for 
some time pant" Could presumption eo 
much further 1 In tho quotation we 
have made above Mr. Justice Gray 
himself says: "I go further than the 
Chief Justice," adding, "the Order in- 
C-iuncil does not put in force in this 



the order mal 

that respect, and is, so far ns relates 
thereto, A PERFECT NULLITY." 

In plain terms, tho "masterly hand" 
of Judge Gray has administered to the 
Attorney General a tremendous spank- 
ing — a wholesome keel-hauling— 
and that gentleman, or some indisi 
creet friend, crawls into the organ under 
a nom deplume to kiss the baud' that 
smote him and to thank it for the 
castigation. Tho cobwob which tho 
"masterly hand" has swept away was 
tho .illegal proclamation o£ tho govern- 
ment and not the decisions of the Chief 
Justice and Mr. J ustice Crease. Let 
the public .not lose sight of this fact.-

Tho "WimTalodou Frauds. 

Upon grounds which at this moment 
it would net be right cither to describe 
or discuss, it had beon insinuated in 
various directions during tho later days 
of tho meeting that the men in chargo 
of the targets wero not incorruptible, 
and it is stated that a well-known Lan- 
cashire volunteer personally informed 
some of tho executive that he was. in a 
position to tell them beforehand who 
would win a certain prize. Later on, 
tho volunteer in question, so -we: aro 
given to understand, wade somo further 
representations to the council on tho 
subject ; but they were disregarded as 
being as improbable as the first. The 
conviction that the markers could be 
"squared," however, had, in tho mean- 
time, grown so strong in camp, that a 
member of ono of tho metropolitan 
corps determined to test the possibility 
of tho thing for himself. Having ac- 
complished the necessary preliminaries 
through the raodium of a friend, he 
presented himself before tho executive 
and frankly informed them that ho had 
arranged for a scorn in a specified com- 
petition that should win him the prize. 
It may well be imagined that tho offi- 
cials were somewhat staggered at this 
open avowal, coming as it did in corro- 
boration of two previous warnings. 
Feeling themselves now bound to take 
somo action for tho discovery of the 
truth or falsohood of the allegations, 
the council yesterday morning request- 
ed one of their members to proceed 
with the competitor to the firing point 
and to report what should happen. The 
shooting was at GOO yards, and it was 
watched by two or three well known 
marksmen who had been infarmed of 
the circumstances, Asking leave to 
open the competition, tho gentleman 
who had brought about the investiga- 
tion proceeded in a designedly random 
manner to shoot off his ten rounds. 
More than one of tho shots, it is said, 
were misses to the naked cyo of those 
standing around ; but they were signal- 
led as hits, and in the end, according 
to tho marker's return, tho mora 
amounted to forty-six out of a possible 
fifty — a score which tho competitor 
himself disclaimed having made. With 
this serious prima facie evidence of 
what had been alleged, the officer in 
charge ordered tlio.firing to be suspend- 
ed, in order that an examination of the 
target might at once be made. 

To say that a gloom was cast over 
tho camp by the discovery which had 
been so unexpectedly made is only to 
relate the bare truth, for evjsry man 
felt that his honor had been placed 
under suspicion and that his uniform 
was in danger of falling into disgrace. 
More than this, the achievements of 
those who to day are to receive tho re- 
wards of their prowess from tho hands 
of tho Princess of Wales will in the 
meantime be sadly depreciated, and 
competitors from over the Atlantic, 
who have lio't been so successful as they 
could have wished, will bo led to bc- 
lievo — for the moment, at any rate — 
that they may have been the victims of 
foul play. This last result would be 
the most unfortunate of all, and it is 
fervently to be hoped that at any rate 
it may bo made perfectly clear that ou 
brothren from Canada and the United 
States have not suffered from any mal- 
practice. — Daily Telegraph.

A British ship has sailed for Toxas 
with 3,500 barrels of oil, mado for tho 
purpose of preserving railroad ties and 
bridge timbers, under a new process. 

All thoso who had anything to do 
with the. late election in England are 
well aware, says Vanity Fair, that 
thero was an enormous amount of 
bribery and corruption of every kind. 
Most of tho small boroughs were 
bought and sold all but openly. 

Tho British channel, between Dover 
and Dungencss, is in a dangerous state 
from sunken . wracks. Tho Spanish 
steamer La Vdnia, sunk fivo tailes east 
of Folkestone in February, 1875, is 
now lying in a dangerous position; the 
Strathclydo is now lying two miles 
south of Dover, with tlio sunken ship 
Harbinger on top of her; tho great 
German ironclad, tho Grosser Kurfursl, 
is still under-water four miles south- 
west of Folkestone ; the German pas- 
senger ship Pomerania, six miles south 
east of Folkestone, as well as a groat 
many other wrecks. Particular and 
constant complaint has in vain been 
made of the danger caused by the 
Grosser Kurfurst, lying on her broad- 
sido in the track of all large ships, in 
fourteen fathoms- of water, leaving only 
twenty-four feet over her, and being 
especially perilous to British ironclads. 
The Pomerania sits upright in an 
equally dangerous position, and the 
Bokhara is very little under water. 

Aristooratio Lady Gamblers 

A most disgraceful scene, says Vanity 
Fair,, took place last week at Newmark- 
et. A number of ladies of high posi- 
tion and rank, and well-known in socie- 
ty, assembled after dinner at the house 
of ono of their number to play baccarat. 
The hostess took tho bank, together 
with a gentleman of the party; but at 
her tirst' deal an objection was mado to, 
her manner of dealing. Sho dcaltagain, 
when another point was raiser,, and 
thereupon ensued tho most discreditable 
'row' that probably evor took place 
among ladies. Smoking and swearing, 
tho heroines of the affair hiirlied every 
kind of uncomplimentary remark at 
each other 'for the space of something 
liko half an hour, to the 1 great wright 
of some of them as still retained the 
ordinary timidity of womanhood. At 
length tho 'row' was ended, but so great 
effect was produced by it that it was 
thought necessary by the hostess to ask 
an exalted personage to come clown and 
play tho noxt night at the houso in order 
to rehabilitate it and her, which the 
personage was good-naturedly pleased to 
do. It is right to add that the hostess 
herself is said to havo acted properly 
throughout. But the j oint is that it is 
a simple clisgraca that ladies should 
gambli at all in this business-like and 
professional mannor, that it is doubtly 
disgraceful that they should gamble 
as they do with mere paper and that it 
is trebly disgraceful for them to adopt 
the manners of scullery-maids and the 
language of coal-heavers. While this 
scene was taking place inside tho house, 
the crowd were engaged in killing a po- 
liceman outside, while tho doors were 
not even shut. It reminds one of the 
preliminary scenes of the French revolu- 
tion.

Regina is. Alfred Rapor— Mr. Mc- 
Creight.Q.C., and Mr. T. Davio for tho 

Sroseoution, and Mr. A. R. Robertson, 
!.C, and Mr. Pollard for tho defence. 
Mr. Robertson objected to the indictment 
asachangoof venue should havo been grant- 
ed. TheGrand Jury wore not aGrand Jury 
for the wholo province and had no juris- 
diction in this case. The learned counsel 
quoted from authorities in support of his 
objection. 

The Chief Justice wished to know why a 
change of venue could not bo 'granted 
now T 

Mr. McCreight said ho had authorities 
to quote in opposition. 

His Lordship considered it a great pity 
that application had not boon made yes- 
terday so that trouble to jurors might 
havo been avoided. It would bo compe- 
tent for Mr. Robertson to object to tho 
wholo proceedings and to say that there 
had boen no trial at all. This would bo 
an advantage to tho defence. 

Mr. Robortson asked his Lordship to 
mako a noto of his objection. 

Tho Chief Justice said this should cor- 
tainly be dono. It would bo bettor for 
tho trial to proceed and then Mr. Robert- 
son could arguo tho . question hereafter. 
Such a course would bo much more favnr- 
ablo to tho prisoner. 

Tho following jury were empanelled: 
H. Bockwith, G. F. Tilbury, J. G. Monk, 
T. Gorrio, W. Trickoy, Wm. Arthur, W. 
Andean, J. G. Taylor, It. C. Pettingell, 
H. Waller, H. Wariior, H. Young. "(H. 
Wallor, foreman.) Ten jurors were chal- 
lenged on c-ach side. Tho jurymen not 
empanelled wore dismissed till Monday 
next. 

Mr. Thou. Dnvie in opening the case 
for the prosecution mentioned the dif- 
ferent ways in which t!:o alleged embez- 
zlement was stated. He then explained 
tho distinction between embezzlement 
and larceny. There might bo some dif- 
ficulty in the way of tho jury compre- 
hending tho case fully; but he would en- 
deavor to make tho matter as plain as 
possible The circuinstanco3 in oonnoc- 
tion with the charge wore thon gone into 
at soma longth. In the course of his ro- 
marks ho referred to tho matter of an in- 
dictment not then boforo tho Court. 

Mr. Robortson objected and the learn- 
ed counsel conceded the point. 

James Hutchoson, sworn and examined 
by Mr. McCreight — Was a dry goods mer- 
chant and was conversant with the agree- 
ment between Mr. Gray and tho defend- 
ant; went to Nanaimo to take stock beforo 
tho agreement was entered into. Witness 
explained the way in which stock was 
taken on tho occasion. 

Mr. Robertson objected to the evidence 
Kt being irrelevant. 

[Stock-book handed in as evidence; 
stock value 5*71549 45.] some stock of Mr. 
Paper's was not included, but was after- 
wards taken over in terms of the agree- 
ment; a lot of goods was thon returned 
in Raper's handwriting amounting to 
U33G 34; goods were returned occasional- 
ly, not often; goods sent up wore of n 
general description; Rapor was here in 
tho latter part of September and in the 
beginning of October; was not positive 
that Rapor had access to all books and 
paperB in the Albion Houso; stock sont 
back was somewhat tossed. [Agreement 
between A. B. Gray and Alfred Paper 
was then read by tho Registrar.] 

Cross examined by Mr. Robertson. — 
The goods sent down wore opened in the 
store on Johnson street. Mr, Gray kopt 
his own books and attended to his own 
correspondence. Cash remittances would 
go into Mr. Gray's hands and tho cash 
would bo balanced by him from time to 
tima. Had access to his books. 

A. 13. Gray, examined by Mr. T. Davio, 
deposed that tho first business transaction 
with defendant was in 1877, when ho sent 
somo sewing machines on commission. A 
question with regard to profit on those 
transactions was objected to by tho de- 
fence" and sustained. Stook was takon 
ono yoar after tho dato of agreeinont on 
10th May, 1880. Wont up in opposition 
to Rapor'a advico, but a telegram was re- 
ceived after witness left asking him to go 
up. Took stock together at Nanaimo. 
Could not stato the oxact result of stock- 
taking. Returned without completing the 
Btock list. 

Counsel for defence objected to ques- 
tions as they were intonded to prejudice 
the jury against the prisoner. 

His Lordship overruled the objection 
but would make a noto of it. 

Mr. McCreight contended that the 
prosecution had a right to show tho in- 
tentof tho defendant in those transactions. 

Mr. Robortson read from the indict- 
ment showing that there was no charge 
of embezzlement of funds. 

Examination resumed — When witness 
ascertained that there was a deficionoy lie 
wont to Nanaimo again on the 1st Juno 
last. .. Saw Mr. Raper who was waiting 
on a customer. Wont into the offico and 
took possession of a list of goods return- 
ed. Asked Paper for 8240 duo — also 
ano'her account of 3180 overdrawn. 
Stated tl a' if tho profits wero over 50 per 
cent, the difference was returnable. 

Mr. Robertson hero stated that the 
learned counsel for the second timo had 
led up to something suggestive. To this 
ho objected. 

Witnoss showed Raper that tho amount 
of $240 was duo to him. Rapor did not 
want to enter into conversation just thon 
in the presence of parties in the storo, 
Showed Raper the deficency and sus- 
pended him accordingly. Then put Mr. 
Kean in charge of the business. Defend- 
ant suggested that the atock bo takon 
again. He stated that taking the busi- 
ness tho whole year rnind the profit 
would exceed 50 per cant, above cost. 
Stock was retakon on Monday, 2nd Juno. 
Witness hero described tho way in which 
it was dono. Quostion as to suspicions 
in regard to a gun objected to. After 
arguing the case j>ro and con by tho coun- 
sel on both sides the objoction was finally 
overruled, but tho question and answer 
were taken down. 

Witnoss described in detail what oc- 
curred when tho conversation about the 
gun took place; Raper made no remark 
when the gun was taken down; ho called 
out ono single-barrelled shot-gnu, 810, 
aud one double-barrelled at 834; objection 
was made to the price by Raper; witness 
wanted tho gun put into his own hands ; 
Rapor handed down tho 810 gun ; askod 
about the $34 gun", when a musket was 
handed down which was all that could bo 

Eroduccd for tho 834 gun; had the gun in 
is hands on 12th May, 1880; Raper came 
forward during tho latter part of tho con- 
versation ; was within earshot during tho 
wholo of the talk about the gun; witness 
had computed tho difference between tho 
two stocktakings; tho difference was very 
littlo; he requirod the amount of goods 
aont up botween tho two stocktakings; 
wanted this list of goods from Riper; 
Rapor said he had this list upstairs; asked 
if ho had .other papers taken out of the 
office; roqucstcd hint to deliver up thoao 
papers as they were witnoua' proporty; 
• " .. '.' -"' U.i< (57 • 



Raper wanted to know how witnesacould 
provo that they were his papers; tho stair- 
way was barricaded off to prevent Raper 
from having access to tho office aftor his 
suspension; when Rapor camo dowii ho 
was asked -to give up all tho papers, and 
ftvo minutes wore given for that purpose; 
about two minutes afterwards Raper ran 
away and ho did not see him airy more in 
Nanaimo (Nanaimo cash book handed in); 
receipts botweon 12th and 30th Juno wore 
8831.25; accounted for in different sums; 
did not receive tho sum of #336. 34 as ac- 
counted for by Rapor. 

Cash book handod to tho jury for in- 
spection. Several letters wore hero re- 
ferred to. A numbor of amounts wero 
mentioned as being charged and received 
and some erasuroB in tho ontrios pointed 
•ut on which tha proaecu'.ion placed 
much weight in proving their caso. 

Did not receive tho 8330.34. in cash, 
but did get it in goods roturncd; made a 
olorical error ni posting into tho ledger; 
paid tho freight on thoso roturnod goods 
about tho 5th July; received remittances 
sometimes by cheque and sometimes by 
restored letters; if 8336.34 had bce» 
remitted Raper's cash would havo boon 
overpaid somo 8100; presuming that 
8336.34 had boon romittod in addition to 
the 8400, then later, on the 30th August 
his cash would have boon overpaid 8247. 20 ; 
tho Juno statement witness thought had 
boen rocoivod, but had boon abstracted 
from his offico by Mr. Raper, as he had 
accoss to all tho Nanaimo papers; tho 
statomont had boon searched for but 
could not bo found; receipts for August, 
1879, according to Raper's books, wero 
81103.75; accounted for 81003.75-8100 
short; Rapor takes credit for that de- 
ficiency. 

Counsel for prosocution here statod 
that thoy proposed to adduce evidence as 
to fraudulent intent in other ombez7.1e- 
ments. 

Counsel for dofonco hud already object- 
ed to this course. Mr. McCreight there- 
fore quoted authorities at somo longth in 
support of his contention, and submitted 
that the prosecution had a perfect right 
to mako use of ovidonco as regards intent 
on tho part of the prisoner. 

Mr. Robertson, in reply, remarked that 
tho counsol had a weak caso and that they 
wanted to show to the jury that thoso 
erasures in Rapor'a cash book could not 
bo tho result of mistakes on his part. 

Tho Chief Justice —If evidonce as to 
erroneous entries or omissions on the part 
of tho prisonor wore all that tho counsol 
for tho Crown contended for lie thought 
that it was adtnissablo. 

Tho Court hers took u recess till 2 
o'clock p.m. 

AFTER KKCESS. 

Alex. B. Gray again took the stand — 
Remotnbered sending the prisoner a letter 
datod 20th Feb., 1880, asking him to 
send a statement of remittancos during 
January of that year as witness wanted 
to seo if they wero all credited, his cash 
being over. In reply prisonor sont a stato ■ 
ment showing remittances for Dec, 1879, 
and Jan., 1880, and statins that owing to 
his being too good naturcd he had neg- 
lected to credit Glasgow Houso with 870 
remitted by him. Tho 870 alluded to was 
never received at Albion Houso and wit- 
ness replied to that effect, further stating 
that instead of the Albion Houso cash bo- 
ing over, a second scrutiny showed it to 
be considerably short. After this mis- 
apprehension on tho part of the prisonor 
had occurred witnoss wrote to prisonor in- 
forming him that ho had better koop tho 
business cash entirely distinct from his 
private cash, and whilst not wishing to 
disturb his complacency as V> his "good 
nature," would moroly observe that tho 
amount of the differonco in account was 
"somewhat considerable." Other corres- 
pondence followed with reference to tho 
missing cheque for 870 alleged to havo 
been forwarded by prisoner on Dec. 2nd, 
1879. On March loth, 1880, witnoss 
wrote to prisoner tolling him that he 
(witness) thought too much correspon- 
dence had already taken place concerning 
tho discrepancy and expressing a hope 
that, from tho tenor of a previous memo., 
an explanation by next mail would bo 
ample and clear. Under date of March 
15th, 1880, prisoner wrote to witness on- 
closing an answer from Mr. M. Bate with 
reference to tho numbor of cheques and 
thoir value drawn by prisoner in favor of 
witnoss and showing that a cheque for 
870 had been drawn by Raper in favor of 
A. B. Gray & Co. , on Doc. 2nd, 1879. 

Tho Chief Justico — That would appear 
to bear out the contontion of Rapor that 
ho forwarded tho 870 cheque to tho Al- 
bion Houso. 

Mr. Theo. Davio— It does so far; but 
wo shall subtequently show that the 
choquo for 870 was drawn by Raper in 
favor of J. Rueffct Co. on Ilia private ac- 
count. 

Witness, continuing, road a letter from 
himself datod March 22, 1880, to Raper, 
telling him that from casual inquiry ho 
had found that lie (prisoner) had drawn a 
chequo for 870 on Dec. 2, but instead of 
sending it. to Albion Houso had remittal 
it to another firm on his own individual 
account; also, adding that if ho had ex- 
plained the error when ho discovered it, 
it would have added to the good under- 
standing betweon them. Subsequently 
Raper changed his cash-book [produced 
and handod to the Chief Justice. J 

Tho Chief Justice (examining it with a 
magnifying glass) — There has evidently 
been somo alteration. It seems as if tho 
pencil figures had been inkod over aftor 
boing originally made. 

Witness would mention that when ho 
took possession of Papor's cash book ho 
found that two wcekY entries had lean 
made in pencil. Raper eventually aban- 
doned all claim to tho 870 cheque and 
when ho subsequently met witness made . 
no reference to the transaction; when he 
drew the cheque in favor of Rueff it Co. 
ho had not tho money on hand belonging 
to the business to remit that amount; the 
ledger of Glasgow House showed an 
account with J. Christie; entries show 
debts of 842.50; thero are credits show- 
ing several amounts of $5 each, but there 
is no entry of that amount on March 19th 
(Mr. Davie here handed tho witness a 
bill head); witness deposed that it was 
one of his bill heads against Christie con- 
taining a receipt for §5 on March 19th 
initialod by Raper'but not passed to the 
credit of tho account. 

The learned Chief Justico horn exam- 
ined tha ledger and said that it was ap- 
parent another erasure had boon made. 

Witnoss — There is an account against 
Robt. Brown in which the credit is anto- 
datcd to tho debt, the amount being 37£ 
cents; a bill made out against Brown 
shows a chargo ef 83.50 for the Lady's 
Magazine which is not carried into the 
ledger at all; witness furnished the maga- 
zinos in question and was entitled to the 
proceeds of them; at the .time Raper was 
suspended his cash, according to his 
books, was short 831.34 for which wit- 
ness took an L O. U. signod by Rapor; 
the stock list of May 12th, 1880, -shows 
the amount of stock to bo 84856.38; on 
retaking the stock on June 2nd the value 
was 84553.22; tho amount that should 
have boon on hand was between $7000 
and 88000; whenovor Raper over-remit- 
ted ho alvfttvs advised, witness of the fact; 



bh one" •session he explained the . surplus 
•f 842.76 by stating that' ho sent it be 
liuving the Albion Houso would have 
heavy payments to make for duties and 
bocause'ho did not want to koep cash .in 
His house; the error of 8336 was discov- 
ered in going oyer the audit of tho Glas 
go w House affairs; the amount was jour 
nalizod as goods but erroneously cirried 
to the'ledger as cash; a sum of 8200 ap 
pcarod in Raper's cash book as a remit- 
tance to Albion Hause which did not np 
poar in witness' books; witness believed 
ho really did recoivo tho amount, but 
whilst the audit was going on Raper's 
counsel refused to say whether he held 
a receipt for tho amount or not and in 
every respect endeavored to impede mat- 
ters; on May 13th, 1879, tho goods cm 
hand wore. 87654.70; the goods sont to 
Nanaimo front that dato to June 1st, 1880, 
woro .valued at 89921.42, showing a total 
to be accounted - for of 817,576.12; the 
cash witness received was $10,260.06 for 
these goods; then there wero returns 
amounting to $2480.76; if the profits on 
the business woro 50 per cont, a profit of 
somo $2500 would havo boon shown in- 
stead of about $100 loss, i 

Cross-examined by Mr. Robertson — 
When witness first established tho busi- 
ness prisoner's cousin, Jas. Rapor, was 
his assistant; on his visits to Nanaimo ho 
occasionally looked at tho books of the 
business and sometimes 1 spoko So Raper 
about them (witness hore experienced con- 
siderable difficulty in determining tho 
dates of his visits); when in September 
1879 the prisonor ovcr-icraittod somo 842 
witness.did not compare statements with 
Rapor; sinco tho present proceedings 
commenced witness had found out that ho 
rocoivod $200 from Rapor, for which ho 
omitted to givo him credit, although ho 
acknowledged tho receipt of it; nover ac- 
cused Paper of embezzling that amount as 
it was passod to his credit beforo theso 
proceedings were commoncod (witness' 
lodger submitted to jury); an ontry ap- 
peared in his ledgor on July 10th, 1879, 
giving credit to Rapor for $336.34; the 
ontry was incorrect, as it should have 
been "returns" instead of "cash;" tho 
orror was moroly a clerical ono in posting 
from tho journal; witness kept his own 
books at that time; all cash passod into 
his hands and it was impossible that his 
cash could have boon wrong $336.34 as 
it balanced correctly in July; on Novem- 
ber 0, 1879, cash was short $30; it should 
havo beon about 8170 over as witnoss had 
rocoived $200 from Rapor which was not 
accountod for; in tho month of Octobor 
witness took in 87,000 in cash; his cash 
book was not balanced during that time 
owing to pressure of business; Rapor made 
monthly returns;, tho statement for June 
12th to June 30th was missing and wit- 
ness contended that it had been stolen by 
Raper from his office on Govornment 
street; Raper had access to tho offico and 
it was subsequent to his boing thero that 
witness missed it; whon tho proceedings 
woro going on in tho Polico Court witnoss 
missed a papor and suspected Rapor of 
stealing it, but afterwards found it in a 
book in his offico; would swear that to 
tho best of his knowlodgo tho missing ro- 
turn was not in his (witnoss 1 ) possession; 
witness suspoctcd that Rapor had takon it 
and substituted tho return produced as 
tho latter did not agree with his figures in 
correspondence and did not bear the 
labol placed on all tho other monthly re- 
turns; his cash book had boen interlined 
to mako it agreo with tho substituted ro- 
turn. Witness was hero examined at somo 
length as to the profit ho expoctod to soil 
his goods at Nanaimo; he admitted mak- 
ing an error of $10,000 in tho addition 
of four items in favor of Glasgow Houso, 

Tho Chief Juatice said that it did not 
matter to tho jury whethor Mr. Gray wa3 
a correct book-keopcr or not. Tho quos- 
tion was whether ho or tho prisoner had 
mndo fraudulent entries. 

Witness, continuing — Did not object to 
Paper's keeping his cash book in poncil, 
but objected to its being inkod over after- 
wards; his attention was now called to 
another mistake of §14.70 in an account 
botween Raper and himsolf; this was in 
Rapor's favor. 

Court hore adjourned for five minutes 
at tho oxpiration of which time Mr. Gray's 
cross-examination was resumed. — Ack- 
nowledged that he had asked Rapor to 
push sales at any prico. Read a letter to 
that effect dated 13th Oct., 1879, advising 
Raper to work off old stock at all hazards. 
Several lettors wero now read by Mr. 
Gray, the signatures of which were all ac- 
knowledged by him. In those Raper was 
urged to mako sales, especially of old 
stock, and remit tho proceeds expeditious- 
ly. Glasgow Houso was credited with 
$12,847; this statement was in witness' 
handwriting. 

To Mr. TIicd. Davio— Tho $10,000 er- 
ror was not taken from his books; in tho 
month of July his books wero very ac- 
curately kept as ho had a double staff of as- 
sistants; tho $10,000 was a supposititious 
calculation made out hurriedly; fair salo- 
ublo goods wero sont up, also selections 
from now goods. Money was to have 
boon raised on lands to buy out witness; 
witness wishod to mako a further state- 
ment, but was not permitted by tho Chief 
Justice. 

To the foroman — Raper had freo access 
to the offico in Victoria. 

Mark Bate, manager of tho Vancouver 
Coal Co., was next examined — Remem- 
bered giving Raper a chequo on 10th 
July; could not recollect how many 
choques wore applied for that dato; by 
referring to cheque-book ascertained that 
two cheques for $200 oach were given on 
that date; tho next cheques, three in 
number, wero given on 24th July; on 
Doc. 2, 1879, a choquo for $100 was givon, 
and another on that dato for $70 in favor 
of J. Rueff. Witness oxplained tho cir- 
cumstances in connection with the $70 
chequo. 

J. C. Bales, examined by Mr. Mc- 
Creight — Was a professional accountant; 
audited Mr. Gray's books for Mr. Raper; 
did not show his audit to Raper but gave 
him a written statement; this statement 
was not admittod as evidence; Btock on 
hand on 2nd June, 1880, in Glasgow 
Houso was $4553.52; on 13th May thoro 
was goaf* on hand amounting to $7654.75 
and outstanding debts $982,72; both 
Paper and Gray admitted tho correctness 
of theso figures; found the mistake of 
$336.34 in tho ledger; such mistakes aro 
often mado. 

T. Earl, examined by Mr. T. Davio. — 
Received money from Mr. Papor in De- 
comber last, $80 in all; on tho 4th $70; 
could not say whether it was a cheque or 
bank notes; did banking business with 
Gareschd Green & Oo. and if a cheque it 
would be found at tho banking houso. 

Court adjourned for ono hour and a 
quarter. 

evening session. 

Tho Court reassembled at 7.30 p. m. 
when tho prosecution called Mrs. Christio 
who deposed to buying a sewing 
machino from defendant for which she 
agreed to pay $40. She paid monthly in- 
stalment of $5 each, but could not swear 
to the alleged payment of March 23rd. 

Robt. Keanc was the-next witness. He 
tostified to taking stock at Glasgow Houso 
in Juno hwt and to a gun valued at $34 not 
being forthcoming but cue valued *t $10 



being produced by prisonor instead. Re- 
membered Gray asking for papers relative 
to stock which prisonor, refused to pro- 
duce. Thero was no ontry in tho books of 
a bill given to Mrs. Brown. 

The evidence for the prosecution hav- 
ing boen exhausted Mr. McCreight ad- 
dressed the jury contending that a clear 
caso had been mado out for tho prosecu- 
tion and submitting that the prisoner 
having become awaro that he had been 
croditod by Gray with tho sum of $336.34 
had availed himself of the opportunity to 
falsify his books to correspond therewith. 
Tko learned counsel thon roferrod t« tho 
leveral other ditarepancies, submitting 
that the evidence as to intent to defraud 
was conclusive. He alluded to the fact that 
Gray had confidence in Raper; that con- 
sequently Gray's apparent carelessness 
might' bo thus accounted for. Ho re- 
ferred to tho abstraction of the 
July statement and the alloged cook- 
ing up of the prisoner's ' accounts 
to bring in tho $336.34 as cash instead of 
goods roturncd. At the conclusion of an 
able address he submitted that tho prose- 
cution had amply sustained the charges 
preforrcd against tho prisonor. 

Mr. Robertson followed with an elo- 
quent appeal on behalf of tho prisonor, 
contending that the prosecution had en- 
tirely failed to make out their caso. 

His Lordship then procoodod to sum up, 
commenting sovoroly upon tho conduct of 
tho prisonor and stating that ho could not 
seo that Mr. Gray was desorving of tho 
strictures passod upon him by tho learned 
counsel for the defence. Ho pointed out 
to tho jury that tho Question for them to 
decide was whethor tho prisoner had in- 
tonded todefraudGray of the sum of! S336. 34 
by n falsification of his (tho prisoner's) 
books and statod that, from tko view ho 
took of tho case, there could b-3 no doubt 
that tho prisoner did so intend. It ap- 
peared to his Lordship that tho prisonor 
had taken advantage of tho knowlodgo that 
ho had beon erroneously credited with 
that amount and that ho had intonded to 
cheat Mr. Gray out of it. The evidence 
on this uoint was most conclusive. He 
would, however, leave the mattor to the 
deliberations of tho jury, who could if 
they thought it at all necessary retire to 
considor thoir verdict. 

At 9:45 tho jury retired and aftor an 
hour's absence again entered tho court- 
room. 

The Chief JuRtico— Mr. Foreman, have 
you come to your verdict '/ 

Tho Foroman — Wo have. AVe find tho 
prisoner guilty, your Lordship. 

Tho Chief Justico — Mr. McCreight, 
what do you intend to do with tho other 
indictments against tho prisoner ? 

Mr. McCreight — We shall ontor a nolle 
prosepti. 

The Chief Justice— Then the business 
of tho assizes is ended. Let the prisoners 
bo brought up to-morrow morning at half- 
past 11 o'clock for sentonce. 

Mr. Davie— Your Lordship will romom- 
ber tho caso of the boy Taylor convicted 
of sotting firo to a hayrick. I should like 
to produce evidence as to his antecedents 
which will, I think, influanco your Lord- 
ship as to tho sentenco you will pass upon 
him. 

His Lordship— I havo alroady mado en- 
quiries. I will hear you to-morrow, Mr. 
Davie. 

Tho court then adjournod until to-mor- 
row (Saturday) morning at half-past 11 

o'clock.

George Hampton, charged by Robt. But- 
ler with having on the 25th inst unlaw- 
fully and maliciously shot at and killed a 
rabbit the proporty of complainant. 

Mr, H. C. Courtney appoarod for the 
defendant. 

The complainant having sworn to the 
truth of his information deposed that the 
rabbit in question was worth from $1.00 
to 81-.50 and that is was Bhot on land 
abutting on Kingston atrcot. 

Mrs. Butlor testified that on tho 25th 
inst. she was in hor kitchon and saw the 
defendant and his mother at tho bottom 
of the garden. Tho defendant fired off a 
gun twico nnd witnoss saw Mrs. Hampton 
pick up something which sho thought was 
a rabbit, She then wont down to the gar- 
den to speak to hor about it and asked 
hor if her son had shot tho rabbit and she 
said that ho had and would do so again if 
ho found any more rabbits on thoir pro- 
mises. Mrs. Hampton shook tho rabbit 
in witness' faco and then took it into tho 
houso. 

To Mr. Courtnoy — The shooting tock 
placo on the dofondant's property. Tho 
rabbit was partly wild, but had beon kopt 
in a hutch from which it had escaped. 

Tho defendant admittod tho shooting 
but contended that a3 tho rabbit was tres- 
passing he had a right to kill it. 

His Honor took a different view of the 
matter and fined tho defendant $2.50. 

A second chargo against the defendant 
of firing off a gun within tho city limits 
was withdrawn. 

Charles Blackshaw, charged with fight- 
ing on tho public stroots and behaving 
himsolf in a disorderly manner, thereby 
becoming a vagrant within tho moaning 
of tho Act was convicted and remandod 
for sontoncc for ono week. 

Mr. H. C. Courtney appeared for the 
do f endant.
